Hondrrdi wtie wandering 'about Sydney 
without friendi or proteelion, Qreal 
nunibtri of ihete young creature* were 
thrown out of employment by she new 
err neli ( and *he receiiej into her 
" Home" many who had alept out for 
night! in the Government Domain, leek- 
ing the iheltered receiiea of the rock* 
rather than encounter the danger* uf the 
■tteeta. There were then about ttOU un- 
employed femalei. dhe made an 
to the 0overppient of grataitoualy 
voting her tunc lo the ■uperiDtendincr of 
• baiiie of protection for theai 
ia the Iowa, and to extrl herself io pro- 
curing nluatiotii for them in the country. 
Her oner wu accepted by Sir ticoaoa 
Qtrri pn her giving a pledge that ahe 
would not i nvolve the Uove rumen t in any 
expenle. Her rirsl itep waa to gel poa- 
•enion of a Qovernment building, which 
ahe named the " Female tftnigTant'e 
Home." She then appealed to the public 
for anpport ; and after a time thia appeal 
waa liberally met . but on the Home be- 
coming crowded, and the majority of ita 
inmatei being unauilable for Sydney acr- 
vice, but fit lor the rough country work 
of the iotetior, the proceeded into Ihe 
dialricti to furtn Comuiiltee),aod eitabliih 
country depou or Homer, taking ia aoatt 
caaei large partita of femaka with her. 
In the fint initio ce ihe had lo meet their 
(ravelling npenacf, which were afier- 
waidi refunded, and the inhabitant! 
cheerfully tupplied them wilh food, 
and the Committee* afforded them 
protection atd advice. She diiptued 
of the nrtt venture almoit immediately, 
r- he returned to Sydney, and conducted 
other emigrinti Into the country. By 
theiemeapB, ihe not only provided for 
them happily for theinielrei, but put an 
endtopubllccipcuKaltogether. Inpro- 
viding fur familiea, ihe under look journey a 
of J00 mrlei into the interior wilh them ; 
indeed, Ihe furthrr ihe went the more ia» 
Olfactory th* ittlltmt nt.lhe men receivint 
from MlH to <30 per annum, with double 
ratioot, When Ihe public had to oppor- 
tunity uf judging of the effect* of her 
ayitern, they came forward and enabled 
hcrtugiion i the Government, totusiil her 
in hereicerlioni, contributed altogether in 
rarioua wayi to the amount of abuui 
jCIDO. 

Here their lordahipa aik : "How waa il 
punibte for yoa lo conduct these opera- 
tion! with inch indequate mean*?" 
To which the philanthropic lady 
repliu : " I met with great aaaUUnce 
from tbe country Committee*. The 
a quitters and aetllen wtr* alwaya wtllint 
to give me conveyance tor the people.

She proceed* to ipeak in the highest 
terma of the liberality of disposition mi- 
ni failed on tbe part of others of the 
colonials. At public inns the females 
were sheltered, aud ibe herself provisioned 
without any cha ge, During her seven 
yean of amice in this cause of charity, 
her own peraonal aipeuMt at inns 
amounted only to *£J I its. (id. Hereffurti, 
however, were in various ways allended 
wilh considerable 1°** to herself t absence 
from home increased her family eipen- 
ditare, and the clerical expense fell heavy 
upon her ; in fact, in carrying out Ihi* 
work, the pecuniary anxiety and risk were 
very great. Aa one impediment in the 
way of lor warding emigraaU as engaged 
servanta into the interior, ahe Mentions to 
their lordship* that numbers of the mai- 
ler* were afraid if they advanced the 
for their conveyance by the 
r, 4U,, they would never reach their 
stations. c)he> met this difficulty,— 
advanced the money. Confiding in the good 
feeling of the man that he would keep to 
hit agreemeut, and ia the principle of 
the master that be would repay her. It 
was moat gratifying to her lo slate, that 
although in hundreds of cases the mas- 
ters were then Mrangeri to her, ahe 
throughout lost only £18 by casualties. 

In reply to a question put by the Com- 
mittee, n lo how many emigrants, from 
first to laat, the bad been th* means of 
settling with familita, Un. Cbishoui 
informs their lordship*, " <hW 11,000 
eotuV." 

Though her fir it expedition " with thii 
good object," as their lords hi pi truly call 
it, was for the protection of females, it 
waa aiterwaid* not limited to females ; all 
wen included; her object being to estab- 
lish a system of country dispersion, and 
lo remove crowds from Sydney, Bhe 
found an extreme auiitty on tha part 
of the intler* to procure the ***• 
vice* of well-conducted young women. 
Hhe made no difference ai to 
country or religion. She had Fnghth, 
Irish, eiiuVScoiih — fEpiscopaliam, Presby- 
terians, Catholics, Orangemeo, and He 
peeler*— and never found any difficulty 
beyond such difficult!*! as mu*t always 
be expected in a work of the kind.

Being asked by the Committee whether 
•h* found that many of ihe female* mar- 
ried, Mrs. Cuianeui returns the following 
amtiitngamwer :— " A Limn all of them. 
One of the moM serious impediments I met 
wilh in transacting huiinets in the coun 
try, nas the .pplical ion made for wive*. 
Men came to me, and mid, ' Do m<kf 11 
known in Sydney what miserable 
men we are ; do aeud wives to ui.' The 
shepherds woukt Jeav* their (beep, and 
would come for mile* wilh Ibe greatest 
earnestness far Ihe purpose. I never did 
make a match, ana! I told them that I 
could not do any thing uf the kind , but 
the men used to say, ' I kuow that, Mn 
Chiuioui, but it is quite tight that you 
should know how vary thankful we lhall 
be and they would offer lo pay th* ex- 
pence of conveyance, Ac. t aseee/y mo-

She ii asked whether ihe hat been able 
to trace the subsequent progress in life of 
many uf those emigrant person! ; she re- 
plies, " 3h yea, many hundreds j that hat 
been the most delightful part of my duty, 
Qirla that I have taken up the country in 
such a destitute itate that I have been 
obliged to gel* decent dress to put upon 
them to enable them to go up, have come 
again to tne wanting servants, and having 
every comfort about them," 

" Have you kept up intercom » with 
any of them aince your return V " 1 
have kepi it up to thia dale, They ate 
writing tu tne, and begging that I will get 
their friendi and relations to go. 1 am 
constantly receiving le ten from them j 
they say, ' if my ■ titer wai here ahe 
would do will/ Certainty I should 
not feel the intereit 1 do in female emi- 
gration, if I did not look beyond provid- 
ing famitie* with female lervanli,— if I 
did not know how much they are re- 
quired at wives, and how much good may 
be done in this way," 

This admirable lady's evidence il so 
interesting, and so extended, that instead 
of despatching the remainder iu three or 
four line*, as our present ipace would 
require, we must devote another chapter 
lo it.

The action bad bun tried before at lh* 
Qoulnum Asiitci In September hut, when the 
Jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff on all the 
lasuaa, with damage* Col l*a. 

A new trial waa aubeequently moved 
for, which wia glinted by the Court ai 
to the hr/t and refused aa to the other issues, 
snd the Cuurt in granting the new trial or- 
dered the plaintiff to pay the eoita of the neat 
trial ; thai the amount of damages found by 
the. July in the second and third uatun* ihould 
■land lubject to the verdict on the new trial of 
the general issue, snd that either parly ihould 
have liberty to read tit* evidence of any of the 
witnesses produced by him at th* former trtnj 
from the Judge's notes or a certified copy thereof, 
and that the written docuineuts produced in 
evident* at the lotto er trial ahould he admitted 
at the new trill.
